Wicklifle, Ky., .luly *i. -Work on 
the first section of a new line of road 
from Wicklirte, Ky., to ifristol, 
Teuii., has been awarded to the 
Cairo and .Vtlantic Coustruotion 
CoBipany. The section contracted 
for will rnn eastward from W'icklille 
lUs miles and will be completed with- 
in one year. 

The total distance of the entire 
line as proposed will he 4)iri miles. 
From Wicklifle the road will cross 
the river from ('airo easterly near 
the southern border of Kentucky to 
Jellico, and thence throufth the 
northern pait of Tennessee to Bris- 
tol Amon^ the places to be touch- 
ed will be .Jacksburo, Taxewell, 
Snecdsville, Koftersvilie, Kluutuville, 
and Bristol, Tenn., and .Mayfield, 
Dexter, Canton, Cadiz, Ciracey, 
Hopkinsville, Kikton, Scottsville, 
Franklin, Tompkinsvilic, .\lbany, 
.Monticello and .lellico in Kentucky. 

Such a line will materially shorten 
the distance from the coal and iron 
fields of Western Kentucky to Cairo, 
Chicago and the West. 

Surveyors are being pushed on the 
remainder of the route. The line 
will cross the Tennessee river twice, 
one of the bridges being about 1,S00 
feet long, and will cross the Cumber- 
land over a high bridge of I,000' 
feet. The niiniiiium crades will be 
about one-half of I per cent., and 
the minimum curves three degrees.
